combination with the rest of the claim limitations. 

Regarding claims 5-7, 9-12 and 14-16, none of the prior art of record teaches or 
suggests that the receiving means further receives device identification information that 
identifies a class of the measurement device and the measurement data associated 
therewith, and selection means for selecting an analysis program corresponding to the 
class of the measurement device from amongst the stored analysis programs, and for 
applying the selected analysis program to process the measurement data, in 
combination with the res of the claim limitations.
